The place where the late battie was fongh 
between Rosecrans and Floyd, was at Cimi- 
fax's Ferry, On the road leading to Crovs 
Laner—s | osttion which the rebeis obtalned 
by the recent dizlodgement of Col. Tylor. 
The name of this ferry has bx@ .aproperly. 
spelled, ard its importance bat Uitle ander- 


eeven miles above it, are the only places with- 
in a distance of fifty miles, where a large force 
ceuld cross the Gauley. With their points se 
curely beid, the Gauley is of itself a sufficient 
fortification. Camffax’s Ferry is on the “ S.t- 
urday road,” so called, whirh leads direc'ly 
routh from Croas Lanes to the Lewisbarg 
pike on New river. It ie com nanded on its 
noibern side by bigh cliff’, where a smal! bat 
tery would have been all sufficient to guard 
the paseege. Col. Tyler was therefore ste 
tioned at Cross Lanes, four miles dictant from 
the river, ta guard the road apd the ferry;
